This is a request on b ehalf of the James Ma dison Project under the F re edom of Information Act, • 5 
U.S.C. § 552. et seq. . for copies of all internal Central Intelligence Agency (“CIA”) documents, including 
cross-references, pertaining to discussions concerning the proposed enactment of an anti-leak provision in 
the 2001 Inteiligence Authorization Act. The provision, known informally as the Official Secrets Act, 
would have criminalized unauthorized disclosure of properly classified information. This request is 
intended to include: 

1) Testimony by CIA officials delivered verbally or submitted in writing to any 
Congressional Committee or Subcommittee pertaining to the proposed enactment of this 
anti-leak provision; 

2) Correspondence and e-mails between CIA and any Member of Congress, Senator, or 
Congressional staffer pertaining to the proposed enactment of this anti-leak provision. 

For purposes of tills subparagraph you may limit your searches to the Offices of the 
Director, Deputy Director, Congressional Affairs. General Counsel, Inspector General, 
and their predecessors; and 

3) Any other opinions, memoranda, letters, statements, affidavits, unsworn statements, 
reports, correspondence, inter-agency communications, and emails pertaining to the 
proposed enactment of this anti-leak provision and the opinions of the CIA as an 
institution and of individual CIA employees regarding the proposed statutory language.

Furtherrhore, there can be no question that the information sought would contribute to the 
public’s understanding of government operations or activities and is in the public interest Over the course 
of the Global War on Terror, numerous documents from a host of executive branch agencies have been 
released, detailing the legal and policy considerations that have formed the basis for discussions on a 
wide-range of national security' policies : One example was the DOJ’s disclosure of memoranda that 
originated in its Office of Legal Counsel and which formed a critical component of U.S. policies 
concerning detention of terrorist suspects. Given the highly-publicized nature of this particular 
controversy and its relation to safeguarding classified information, detailing the span of arguments 
considered will clearly contribute to the public’ s understanding of government operations or activities. 

Please respond to this request within 20 working days as provided for by law. Failure to timely 
comply may 7 result in the filing of a civil action againstyour agency in the United States District Court for 
the District of Columbia. Your cooperation in this matter would be appreciated. If you wish to discuss this 
request, please do not hesitate to contact Kel McClanahan at KellvBMcC @ gmail. com or 301-728-5908.
